Cernan was com m ander of Apollo 17, the last and longest of 
the American space flight series that first put m an on the 
moon. He and astronaut Harrison H. Schm idt spent m ore than 
22 hours exploring the lunar surface, using a sm all battery-

Buck Passed to Rhodes 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — M ajority D em ocrats have passed 
the buck to Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes in an apparent standoff over 
a budget shortage resulting from sharp increases in Ohio’s 
prison population. 
George Denton, director of rehabilitation and correction, has 
warned that layoffs in the prison system m ay begin on April 1 
if his agency is not granted an additional $3.3 m illion. 
Denton left the State Controlling Board m eeting Monday 
empty-handed. 
Dem ocrats on the board said the prison chief could have a 
$2.2 million advance on his fiscal 1977 budget if Rhodes frees 
him from a 2 per cent spending restraint which they estim ate 
cut $1.1 million from this year’s budget.

Exemption 


WASHINGTON (A P) — New 
regulations 10 reduce a ir and 
w ater pollution from the iron 
and steel industry have been 
announced by the E nvironm en­ 
tal P rotection Agency. But the 
agency, in a d ep artu re from its 
clean w ater policies, exem pted 
eight steel plants in the M ahon­ 
ing V alley of Ohio from the new 
regulations. 
The 
rules 
require 
the 
in­ 
dustry to reduce uncontrolled 
d isch arg e of oil and g rease by 
99.8 per cent and suspended sol­ 
ids by m ore than 99.5 p er cent. 
D ischarge 
lim its 
also are 
placed on cyanide, lead, zinc, 
tin, fluoride, chrom ium , d is­ 
solved iron, nickel and copper. 
T he E PA estim ated the in­ 
d ustry would have to spend $2.2 
billion to com ply with the rules. 
T he exem ption is for plants 
operated by U.S. Steel Corp., 
Y oungstow n Sheet & Tube Co., 
and R epublic Steel Corp., in the 
Y o u n g sto w n , W a rre n , N iles 
a rea. It m eans they w on’t have 
to install new equipm ent to re ­ 
duce d isch arg e of g rease, oil 
and other pollutants to the in­ 
terim sta n d ard s by the 1977 
deadline set by congress. The 
e x e m p tio n s co u ld s a v e th e 
plants $30 m illion to $6» m illion, 
the EPA estim ated. 
The E PA said it w as ex ­ 
em pting the eight p lants be­ 
cau se they w ere “econom ically 
m a rg in al’’ and full application 
of the sta n d ard s could fu rth er 
underm ine their ability to stay 
in business. 
T he agency noted that som e 
20.(XX) to 25,000 persons a re e m ­ 
ployed a t the plants, providing 
14 p er cent of the total em ploy­ 
m ent in the valley. 
T he agency said the decision 
w ould 
re q u ire 
the 
e x e m p t 
plants to m eet w ater pollution 
controls by 1983 unless they a p ­ 
ply for an o th er exem ption, and 
E PA officials said they expect 
the steel com panies to m ake 
such a request.

Results Show Ohio 
Ranks Fifth in Fat 


The 1974-75 official USDA DHI and DHIR summaries show 
that the 2,216,816 cows enrolled in 29,543 herds averaged 13,421 
pounds of milk and 505 pounds of butterfat. Ohio ranked fifth 
nationally in butterfat and ninth in milk with an average 
E 
roduction per cow of 13,639 pounds of milk and 523 pounds of 
utterfat. 
Table 1 lists the 10 high states for average milk production, 
and also contains the number of herds, average number of 
cows per herd and average butterfat per cow for these states. 
In 1975 the higher producing dairy cows continued to 
demonstrate greater efficiency of milk production just as they 
have done annually since the dairy herd improvement (DHI) 
program was first initiated in 1906. 
Income over feed cost becomes one of the most important 
measures of efficiency when good cows are fed and managed 
properly. Thus, for the most part, the high producing DHI cows 
return the most income over feed cost. The 1974-75 DHI results 
continue to substantiate this fact.

Tithe for Technology? 


The head of one of the nation’s largest 
m anufacturers of footwear has an interesting 
idea to help the industry meet the challenge of 
foreign competition. 
H erbert H. Schiff, chairm an and president of 
SCOA Industrial of Columbus. Ohio, has called 
upon m em bers of the American Footwear 
Industries Assn. to pay a tithe of one-half of one 
per cent of their sales to be used for the 
development of ‘‘entirely new methods and 
m achinery for the production of footwear." The 
association represents more than 350 domestic 
m anufacturers. 
Failure to keep up with the technological 
movement in American industry has contributed 
to the problems faced by footw’ear m anufac­ 
turers in recent years, savs Schiff 


While the footwear industry has improved 
existing methods and machinery, “ we haven't 
developed new and exciting machinery. We have 
reduced the num ber of operations to m ake a pair 
of shoes, but not enough to have an im pact on the 
price of the finished product,” he says 
It still takes from 100 to 120 hand operations to 
produce a cem ent construction worker’s shoe. 
Thus the import m arket has grown because 
foreign m anufacturers have an advantage of low 
labor cost in a high labor content product 
Schiff's "technological tithe" is noteworthy if 
only because it is a refreshing departure from 
the calls for import quotas or protective tariffs, 
w hich too often has been the im m ediate reaction 
of m anufacturers hard hit by foreign com­ 
petition

WASHINGTON — Pause a 
moment, if you will, to attend a 
tale of sunken treasure and 
greedy government. The story 
has a point as old as H am let's 
complaint of the law’s delays, 
the insolence of office It is a 
point worth salvaging from the 
news. 
The story begins on a Sunday 
in early Septem ber, 1622, when 
a fleet of 28 Spanish ships set 
out from Havana. Among the 
ships were nine great galleons, 
and among these was the newly 
built Nuestra Señora de Atocha 
She was laden with 901 silver 
ingots, 250.000 silver coins, 161 


pieces 
of 
gold 
bullion, 
582 
copper planks and 350 chests of 
indigo. 
Forty-eight hours later, the 
Atocha and eight other ships 
were at the bottom of the sea, 
victims of a hurricane that 
swept the Florida keys. More 
than 300 persons drowned in the 
disaster; cargo losses exceeded 
th ree 
m illion 
pesos. 
The 
wreckage 
and 
the 
treasure 
were scattered for miles along 
the con tin en tal 
shelf. 
F or 
several years the Spanish tried 
to find the Atocha, but salvage 
was then a rudim entary art. 
The Spanish failed; the sands 
sh ifted ; 
and 
the 
tre a su re 


vanished. 
NEARLY THREE and a half 
cen tu ries passed. 
In 
1964. 
researchers at the Smithsonian 
Institution cam e across a list 
the Spanish had prepared in 
1688 of sunken treasure ships. 
The Atocha's name led all the 
rest. Discovery of the document 
sent professional salvagers into 
frenzied activity. Em issaries 
rushed to archives in Seville to 
seek further information. They 
retu rn ed 
w ith 
confused 
directions that led the treasure 
h u n ters 
a 
hundred 
m iles 
astray. 
Mel F ish er, a n ativ e of 
Indiana 
tran sp lan ted 
to 


F lo rid a, 
w as 
am ong 
m e 
professionals who took up the 
search He formed a company, 
T reasure Salvors, Inc., in Key 
West, and for more than four 
years scanned the ocean bot­ 
tom — in the wrong place. It 
w asn’t until 1970 that Fisher fell 
in with Dr. Eugene Lyon, an 
archeologist who happened to 
be in Seville studying records of 
Spanish Florida. 
Lyon, a native of Florida, 
knew the keys intimately. Hr

miles west of the M arquesas.

Family Farms, Still Alive 


Reports of the demise of the family farm have 
been greatly exaggerated 
F a r from disappearing, the family farm still 
accounts for about two-thirds of American 
agricultural production, says Don Paarlberg, the 
chief economist of the U.S. D epartm ent of 
Agriculture. Not only that, but this percentage 
has rem ained stable over a long period of time 
T he family is a very tough competitor, a very 
durable institution,” he writes in The Saturday 
Evening Post. “ It has survived war, depression, 
inflation and natural disaster. With a few highly 
visible and much publicized exceptions, it has 
thus 
far 
adapted 
itself 
very 
well 
to 
a 
technological revolution." 
One reason is the family farm ’s resilence. If a 
bad year comes along, either in term s of poor 
yields or low prices, huge industrialized farm s 
may go under because of fixed prices, mainlv 
labor. 
“But the family farm er, who is self-employed, 
pays himself a lower wage, postpones some 
m aintenance costs and pulls in his belt a notch or 
two, and is still there the next spring, ready to 
So." 


Some form s of agriculture lend themselves 
more readily than others to industrial methods. 
The

organizationally, to General Motors than it does 
to the historic family farm ," says Paarlberg. 
For the m ajority of farm s in the United States, 
however, the greatest efficiencies of size have 
been achieved with suitably equipped two-man 
operations, he says.

The IRA’s Provisiortal wing, 
after more than six years of 
guerrilla war to end British rule 
in Northern Ireland and unite 
the province with the neigh­ 
boring Irish Republic, has 
threatened a new offensive in 
London. Irish terrorists are

bombings in English cities in 
the last four years in which 
nearly 60 persons were killed 
and some 900 were wounded. 
Habershon said the bomber 
was about 35 years old and was 
in critical condition in a London 
hospital. He said the man ap­ 
parently injured himself when 
the charge, five pounds of ex­ 
plosives in a leather bag, ex­ 
ploded 
prematurely 
seconds 
after he primed it on the sub­ 
way train as it pulled out of the 
West Ham station and headed 
for central London. 
Nine passengers in the car 
with the bomber were taken to 
a 
hospital and treated for 
shock, police said. The blast 
blew the doors of the car off and 
ripped open the roof. 
The train slammed to a halt. 
The bomber, bleeding from the 
head and with one arm mang­ 
led, jumped onto the track and 
ran. The driver of the train, a 
West Indian named Julius 
Stephen, chased him. The 
bomber pulled out a pistol and 
shot him at close range, police 
said. 
He also wounded 
P eter 
Chalk, a 24-year-old postoffice 
technician who joined in the 
chase. The hospital said his 
condition was not critical. 
The bomber was cornered by 
police officers, subway person­ 
nel and passengers. 
"He turned the gun on him­ 
self and yelled ‘You English 
bastards!” ’ a spokesman for 
the Yard said. “He shot himself 
in the lower portion of the 
stomach and collapsed."

comment. 
The federation said that Taft 
and other “ zero” senators 
voted against the consumer at 
least 75 per cent of the time. 
The group, a non-profit group 
which lobbies for what it calls 
consumer-oriented legislation, 
based its findings on 13 con­ 
sum er bills including such 
issues as energy legislation,

"But. in order to get spring 
training started and baseball 
back on the track and a reason­ 
able future reserve system ... 
we have agreed to go along with 
it,” MacPhail said. “ It is our 
last and final proposal ...” 
The owners’ bid for labor 
peace in baseball was handed to 
Marvin Miller, executive di­ 
rector of the players’ associ­ 
ation, and a reply requested by 
April 1. Miller said his group 
would take it under considera­ 
tion. 
The proposal did not unlock 
the spring training camp gates. 
That still depends on the play­ 
ers’ association reaction to the 
offer. The owners and baseball 
Commissioner Bowie Kuhn 
have said that spring training 
will open when progress is 
made in the negotiations.

out signing a contract — the 
one-and-one 
clause.

federal courts upheld this 
landmark decision. 
Ironically, M essersm ith’s 
free agency is effective today, 
just seven days after a federal 
appeals court supported last 
year’s decision by arbitrator 
Peter Seitz that made the pitch­ 
er free to deal with all 24 clubs. 
The free agency offered the 
rest of the players is slightly 
different than that won by Mes- 
sersmith. While Messersmith 
can deal with any major league 
club, players granted free 
agent status under the owners’ 
plan would be placed in a pool,

The teams interested in a free 
agent would be picked in in­ 
verse order of standings of the 
previous season — last shall be 
first and on up the standings.

Under the owners’ plan, if 16 
or fewer players are in the se­ 
lection pool, no club could sign 
more than one; from 17 to 40 
players, not more than two. and 
from 41 to 64 players, not more 
than three Any club may be 
eligible to sign as many players 
as it may have lost. 
The plan contains a repeat­ 
er’s right. After once becoming 
a free agent, a player becomes 
eligible to ask for a trade after 
lie 
completes 
an 
additional 
three years of major league 
service. Or he could become a 


free agent again after an addi­ 
tional four years and an option 
year 
Under this “ one-and-one” 
formula, some of baseball’s 
biggest stars are eligible for 
free agency at the end of the 
1976 season — Tom Seaver, Rod 
Carew, Reggie Jackson, Vida 
Blue, Sal Bando, Carleton Fisk.

Yastrzem ski, 
Bobby 
Grich, Bobby Bonds, Bert 
Blyleven, Thurman 
Munson, 
Graig Nettles, Dick Allen, W ill­ 
ie McCovey, Rick Monday, Ted 
Simmons and Dave Cash 
Many of the owners fought 
the proposal offered to the 
players Monday. They contend 
it means bankruptcy for their 
franchises. 
A spokesman for August 
Busch, owner of the St. Louis 
Cardinals, said, “ I ’m afraid 
Augie will feel he has been sold 
down the river. Don’t be sur­ 
prised if he sells his franchise.” 


The owners’ proposal was 
presented after eight months of 
negotiations covering 30 ses­ 
sions. Two days were needed by 
their committee to hammer out 
the document, which calls for a 
seven-and-one reserve clause to 
become effective after the 1976- 
77 seasons. 
Under the seven-and-one, a 
player with seven years major 
league experience could play 
out an option year and become 
a free agent. The same system 
as used in the one-and-one — 
the player pool, the eight bid­ 
ders in inverse order, the limit 
on the number players allowed 
any one team are* effective in 
the seven-and-one formula. 


There is one difference be­ 
tween the one-and-one and the 
seven-and-one as presented by 
the owners. There is no com­ 
pensation for a team losing a 
player under the one-and-one 
free agency. In the seven-and- 
one plan, the team losing a 
player receives compensation 
of two times the player’s annual 
salary up to $75,000a year, plus 
the team's rank in attendance 
times $5.000.

DEAR DR LAMB - I need 
an answer regarding infec­ 
tious mononucleosis. Our son 
is 27 and his wife is 25. They 
are both recovering from in­ 
fectious mononucleosis. They 
have twin girls, age 2. Ap­ 
parently they can’t get the dis­ 
ease at that age. We were 
planning to visit them and I 
wanted to know if the virus 
was still catching, you know in 
places like around the house 
or on the dishes. What advice 
would you give me? I don’t 
want to hurt their feelings by 
cancelling our visit but on the 
other hand. I don’t want to get 
infectious mononucleosis 
either. 


DEAR REA D ER — Infec­ 
tious m ononucleosis is 
sometimes called the kissing 
disease because it occurs so 
commonly in young adults. It 
is caused by a virus that lives 
in the throat and intimate oral 
contact seems to be the prin­ 
cipal mode of transmission, 
although it can certainly be 
transmitted in other ways. 
This suggests that if you visit 
your son and family you 
should avoid the kissing 
routine. 
The illness may start out 
like an ordinary severe sore 
throat v ith fever and enlarged 
lymph glands in the neck. The 
diagnosis is made by various 
laboratory tests. You are 
probably already immune to it 
since most older adults are 
immune to the disease. 
In warm climates children 
are more inclined to have the 
d isease 
w ith o u t 
the 
characteristic sore throat, 
fever, enlarged lymph glands 
and other features The infec­ 
tion literally goes unrecogniz­ 
ed. They develop lifetime im­ 
munity. Your twin grand­ 
daughters are likely to be per­ 
manently immune to infec­ 


tious mononucleosis. There 
are rare cases of infectious 
mononucleosis in children 
with the complications seen in 
young adults. 
The disease rarely occurs in 
older people whether or not 
they have been kissing. This is 
probably related to whether 
these individuals have had 
previous exposure to the virus 
or not. 
The young adults with the 
disease usually come from a 
fairly hygenic surrounding. 
This is why it is more com­ 
monly observed in young 
adults in the college student 
group than in young adults 
from less favorable socio­ 
economic environments. 
Usually the disease is quite 
benign. About three-fourths of 
the patients develop an 
enlarged spleen, which can 
easily rupture and require 
emergency surgery. For this 
reason individuals with infec­ 
tious mononucleosis should 
avoid vigorous physical activi­ 
ty. Young athletes who 
develop any sore throat and 
enlarged lymph glands should 
be examined for infectious 
mononucleosis before they 
are permitted to continue ex­ 
ercise. 
Go see your grandchildren 
but restrict yourself to patting 
rather than kissing. 
We used to say the disease 
wasn’t contagious between 
roommates, but that data was 
collected before the advent of 
co-ed dormitories.

Salem ranks in the bottom 
one-fourth of the 183 city 
schools in Ohio in expenditure 
per pupil, according to in­ 
form ation from the state board 
of education included in the 
agenda of the school board 
Monday night. 
Some 115 schools rank above 
Salem in expenditures while 
only 46 are below. The highest 
per pupil figure for the city 
schools is $2,143 and the low 
$743, with the average at $1,140. 
The figure for Salem was $906 
per pupil during the 1974-1975 
school year under scrutiny. 
Considering all the state’s 617 
school districts, Salem ’s $900 
figure is com pared to a high of 
$3,173, a low of $673 and an 
average of $1,052, which is $146 
m ore per pupil than spent in 
this city’s schools. 
Of the 617 school districts, 
Salem ’s tax valuation per pupil 
places it in the upper one-third 
of the state. Despite this high 
potential assessable value, the 
city schools rank in the bottom 
45 per cent as far as ex­ 
penditure per pupil is con­ 
cerned.

Addiction 
To Heroin 
Increasing 


W ASHINGTON 
( AP) 
— 
Heroin addiction 
is 
steadily 
increasing in the United States 
but has not yet returned to the 
peak years of the late 1960s, the 
N a tio n a l In s titu te on Drug 
Abuse said today. 
Experts believe there now 
are between 250,000 and 500.000 
active heroin users not in treat­ 
ment programs. 


“There is a steady increasing 
incidence of heroin abuse but 
not to the form er epidemic lev­ 
els 
an institute spokesman 
said. Even now, experts in drug 
abuse cannot agree as to how 
many addicts there were be­ 
tween 1968 and 1970 when the 
heroin problem was out of con­ 
trol 


The institute released a new 
study today, representing the 
first attem pt to measure heroin 
use, so the government can an­ 
ticipate and respond if it should 
reach epidem ic p ro p o rtio ns 
again Heroin use is estimated 
to be responsible for more than 
70 per cent of the social cost of 
illic it drug use in the country. 
“ The drug abuse explosion of 
the late 1960s caught most of us 
off guard,’’ said Dr. Robert L. 
DuPont, the institute director, 
in the foreword to the report. 
Eight years later, he said, 
there s till is no documentation 
of estimates “ of the numbers of 
heroin addicts, speed freaks, 
acid 
heads 
and 
hippies 
in 
Haight-Ashbury.” 


The institute, in cooperation 
with various federal health and 
law enforcem ent agencies, 
compiled what it calls a “ Hero­ 
in Indicators Trend Report,” 
which draws on a variety of 
sources of data to measure her­ 
oin use. 


V irtu a lly all of the indicators 
are up, the institute said
